SUSPENSION 


SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT 


This Agreement is entered into between the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department, hereinafter referred to as "Department," and Sergeant Marion 
Tucker, Employee Numbe hereinafter referred to as "Grievant." 


The Department and Gflevant are parties to this dispute and desire to 
settle all issues involved in the Letter of Intent dated December 22, 2003, (IAB 
No. 2096332) upon the terms and conditions hereinafter set forth.

9. The parties further agree that this Settlement shall not be 
considered, cited, or used in future disputes as establishing past precedent or 
past employment practice. 


10. In consideration of the terms and conditions set forth herein, 
Grievant agrees to fully release, acquit and forever discharge the County, and all 
present and former officers, employees and agents of the County, and their heirs, 
successors, assigns and legal representatives from any and all liability 
whatsoever for any and all claims arising out of or connected with the 
employment relationship between the County and Grievant concerning the 
subject matter of the grievance referred to herein. 

11. The Grievant further agrees to relinquish and expressly waives all 
rights conferred upon her by the provisions of California Civil Code Section 1542, 
which reads as follows: 


"A general release does not extend to claims which the creditor does 
not know or suspect to exist in his favor at the time of executing the 
release, which if known by him must have materially affected his 
settlement with the debtor.”.

Failing to appoint a designated shooter resulted 
in you and four deputies firing a total of 24, 9 mm rounds and three 12 
gauge “Deerslayer” shotgun rounds at the suspect when he pointed his 
gun in the direction of deputies, resulting in the death of the suspect and 
placing the two citizens, who were still in close proximity to the suspect, 
in imminent danger of being shot. 


Prior to determining this disciplinary action, the Executive Force Review Committee and | have 
thoroughly reviewed the incident and your record with this Department. 


You have the right to grieve this disciplinary action within ten (10) days of receipt of this letter. 
Your grievance procedures may be found in your classification’s negotiated Memorandum of

Failure to respond to this Letter of Intent within ten (10) business days will be considered a 
waiver of your right to grieve and will result in the imposition of this discipline indicated herein. 


You may receive a copy of the material on which the discipline is based by contacting Reba 
Barmes of the Internal Affairs Bureau at (323) 890-5314, and arranging an appointment during 
the ten (10) day period in which you may respond.

an out of the house and approached Suspect Isayo. Suspect Isayo pointed his gun 
Deput he designated stun bag deputy, was ordered to fire a stun 
bag at the by Sergeant Tucker. Deputy NN c and struck | stun bag 
penetrating her body. Suspect Isayo began turning his weapon toward the deputies. They fired 


numerous rounds at Suspect Isayo, killing him. 


Internal Affairs Sergeants Larry Gregg and Clay Porlier responded along with Lieutenant Mike 
O’Brien to conduct a administrative review of the shooting and force used. 


On August 28, 2003, the Executive Force Review Committee heard the facts of the case and 
requested an Internal Affairs Investigation regarding Sergeant Tucker’s Performance to Standards.

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


This incident occurred during the hours of darkness. There are no streetlights to illuminate the area. 
Deputy and witness statements indicate that the radio car spotlights illuminated the Suspect, his car 
and the surrounding area. 


EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Deputy Robert Wheateroft was interviewed on February 19, 2002, by Homicide Investigators 
Marsh and Romero. The interview was tape recorded. He was later interviewed by LAB Sergeants 
Gregg and Porlier. Prior to that interview, he had an opportunity to read and sign the Admonition 
for Force/Shooting. That interview was recorded. 


Deputy Wheatcroft said he was working a one-man unit when he conducted a traffic stop of the 
suspect’s vehicle for vehicle code violations. While talking to the suspect, Deputy Wheatcroft saw 
the steering column was cracked and ignition wires were exposed and there was no key. The suspect 
was nervous about answering questions regarding ownership of the car. The driver was also wearing 
gloves. During this conversation, the suspect said, “Ah, fuck it!” The suspect then sped away from 
the traffic stop. 


Deputy Wheatcroft said he ran to his car and initiated a pursuit of the suspect based on his earlier 
observations and his belief that the car was stolen. Deputy Wheatcroft broadcast his pursuit via 
Sheriff's Radio. 


Deputy Wheatcroft said approximately 60-90 seconds from the initiation of the pursuit, and prior to 
backup units arriving, the suspect stopped at Q-4, just west of 10" Street East. Deputy Wheatcroft 
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felt that the suspect was about to flee from his car and stopped the radio car on 10" Street East, just 
prior to the turn onto Q-4. The suspect put his car in reverse and began backing toward Deputy 
Wheatcroft’s car. Deputy Wheatcroft said the suspect could not crash into his radio car because the 
curb was between his and the suspect's car. He said he did not broadcast the information about the 
attempt assault, but he should have. 


Deputy Wheatcroft said when the pursuit reached 90^ Street East and Palmdale Boulevard he saw 
the suspect holding a shiny object that he (Wheatcroft) believed was a handgun. By this point, 
assisting units had joined the pursuit. Deputy Wheatcroft did not know how many units arrived to 
assist. 


The pursuit continued through the Littlerock area until the suspect stopped in front of Er 
Avenue Q-14. The suspect stopped and Deputy Wheatcroft stopped directly behind the suspect's 
car. The suspect turned toward Deputy Wheatcroft and pointed his gun at him. Deputy Wheatcroft 
quickly took cover behind the dashboard of his radio car. He quickly changed his tactics; looking 
over the dashboard and out the windshield, because he feared the suspect would exit his vehicle and 
approach Deputy Wheatcroft. Deputy Wheatcroft yelled at the suspect to drop his gun. He did not 
know if any other deputies were yelling because his own voice was all he heard. Deputy Wheatcroft 
saw that the suspect was trying to contact the residents of the home he had stopped in front of. The 
suspect would not comply and remained in his vehicle for several minutes, then sped away from the 
location. 


The deputies pursued the suspect. At one point, the suspect made a u-turn and drove at the deputies. 
Deputy Wheatcroft maneuvered his vehicle onto the side of the road to avoid a collision with the 
suspect. Deputy Wheatcroft said that the suspects actions seemed to be becoming more desperate. 
He believes the suspect drove at the deputies to hurt or kill one of them. 


Deputy Wheatcroft said through a majority of the pursuit he was the first unit. After the suspect left 
[he became the second or third unit in the pursuit. He said he recalls the watch commander 
advising that no more than three units and the Field Sergeant should be involved in the pursuit. He 
said he did not know if more units were involved because he did not look in his rear view mirror to 
count. He does not recall the field sergeant. Tucker, giving any direction during the pursuit. 


IAB NOTE: A review of the radio broadcasts made by Sergeant Tucker showed that on several 
occasions she described the pursuit. She also requested fire to respond and stand by 
when the pursuit terminated. It should be noted that the pursuit portion of this 
incident was handled as a unit level investigation by Palmdale Station. 


Deputy Wheatcroft said the pursuit continued for several more blocks before it ended again in front 
N m Avenue Q-14. Deputy Wheatcroft positioned his vehicle to the rear passenger side of 
the suspect vehicle. While the suspect was being ordered out of the car, Deputy Wheatcroft saw a 
male and female exit the home and approach the suspect's car. The suspect began pointing his 
handgun at the male and female, at his own head and, at times, turning around in the seat and 
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pointingitatthe deputies. The suspect eventually began disregarding the deputies and started yelling 
at the male and female standing next to his car. He said that although he felt the suspect was going 
to shoot at the male and female, he could not shoot the suspect because he feared he would strike the 
male or female. The female then disappeared from his sight, falling below the car. Deputy 
Wheatcroft could not recall if the suspect was pointing the gun at the female, or his own head, when 
the female disappeared from view. Deputy Wheatcroft said he and other deputies continually yelled 
for the male and female to get away from the car. He said he never saw the male enter the car with 
his upper body. 


Deputy Wheatcroft said he saw the suspect look over his right shoulder, directly at him and begin 
to point his handgun at Deputy Wheatcroft. Fearing for his safety as well as the safety of the male 
and female, Deputy Wheatcroft fired two rounds from his Beretta 9mm. He heard several other 
gunshots and noticed the suspect slump to his right, onto the passenger seat. The suspect was not 
moving, but the suspect’s hands were below the seat. 


Deputy Wheatcroft said he did not hear any orders or statements from any other deputies or Sergeant 
Tucker during this incident, other than for the male and female to get away from the car. He said 
he did not hear anyone saying a stun-bag was about to be deployed. 


When the gunshots stopped, Deputy Wheatcroft saw the female on the ground. Deputies approached 
and assisted her. Paramedics arrived and treated the female. The Paramedics also treated, then 
pronounced the suspect dead. 


Deputy Wheatcroft said the male and female approaching the car created a much more difficult 
situation. He said the suspect appeared to be desperate and “had nothing to lose.”

When the suspect again stopped in front of. male and female were standing at the home’s 
wrought iron gate. The male and female ran to the driver's side window of the suspect’s vehicle and 
the three began conversing. Deputy — m not hear what was being said but the suspect 
pointed his handgun at his own head during the conversation. The suspect also pointed the handgun 
at the male and female. The male ran away from the suspects car and toward a radio car. The 
female remained next to the car. 


Deputy Mio two or three deputies were yelling instructions to the suspect. They were telling 
him to put the gun down and also yelling for the male and female to get away from the car. Deputy 
| — EM Sergeant Tucker ordered "mm IA retrieve the stun-bag shotgun. The male 
walked away from the car as deputies continued to order the female to move away from the suspect 
car. She refused and Sergeant Tucker ordered Deputy Hg strike the female with a stun-bag. 


Deput aid he knew Deputy A. about to fire the stun-bag because Deputy] 
p 


was directly behind him and advised that he was about to do so. He said he also believes the other

deputies at the scene should have known the stun-bag was being fired based on Sergeant Tucker 
ordering Deputy to fire the stun bag in a loud voice. Deputy MM «o and the female 
fell to the ground and began crawling away from the car, toward the house. 


The suspect was also yelling at the female to get away from the car while placing the gun to his head 
and turning around in the seat, facing the deputies. The suspect then lowered the gun from his head, 
and began swinging the gun to the right, over the passenger seat and toward the deputies. Deputy 

fearing for his and his partners safety, as well as recalling a recent shooting (he had been 
involved in on February 6, 200 SEEN fired three rounds from the shotgun he was 
holding. He heard other shots being fired and watched the suspect slump onto the passenger seat. 


Deputy John Donaldson was interviewed on February 19, 2002, by Homicide Investigators Marsh 
and Romero. The interview was tape recorded. 


Deputy Donaldson stated substantially the samo as the other deputies interviewed. He stated he and 
Deputy vere partners. He and arrived when the suspect stopped in front of] 

East Avenue Q-14. The deputies ordered the suspect out of the vehicle and to show his hands. The 
suspect replied, “Fuck no!” or “Fuck that!” 


Deputy Donaldson said during the second pursuit, the suspect made a u-turn then reversed his car 
approximately 50 yards. Deputy Donaldson had stopped his vehicle and was exiting when the 
suspect accelerated in their direction and past the radio cars. The suspect passed Deputy Donaldson 
withing 3-5 feet. Deputy Donaldson said he knew the suspect had a gun and feared he might have 
to shoot him. He said as the suspect neared his position, enough light illuminated the inside of the 
suspect car so he could see the suspect was not pointing the gun at him. 


Deputy Donaldson said that at the end of the second pursuit he was the third radio car following the 
suspect. A male and female exited the home and approached the suspect. The three began 
screaming at one another. He could not understand what was being said. 


Deputy Donaldson said the male and female were ordered away from the suspect’s car. He said it 
was obvious both the male and female heard the orders because they both looked in the direction of 
the deputies. At one point, the male motioned for the deputies to approach the car. Deputies 
Wheatcroft and Del Rio yelled to the man that the suspect had a gun. At that point, Deputy 
Donaldson had not seen the gun. 


Deputy Donaldson noticed the suspect had a gun when the suspect pointed the handgun at his own 
head. Deputy Donaldson said he feared that the suspect was going to shoot himself or the male and 
female. 


Deputy Donaldson told Sergeant Tucker that the male and female were refusing to follow the 
deputies orders and should be struck with stun-bag rounds to force them to move away from the 
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suspect's car. Sergeant Tucker agreed and ordered Deputy OA deploy the stun bag shotgun. 


Deputy Donaldson said Sergeant Tucker yelled to the deputies at the scene that the stun-bag was 
aboutto be deployed. He said there was no indication whether or not all Department personnel heard 
that the stun-bag was about to be deployed. 


Deputy Donaldson said that he had stepped out from behind his door while screaming at the female 
to get away from the car. The suspect tumed to his right and pointed his handgun at Deputy 
Donaldson, out the back window. Deputy Donaldson began to fire his weapon and heard gunshots 
from other deputies. He said as he began to shoot he noticed the female was on the ground. He 
believed the suspect had shot the female. He said he had not heard the stun-bag being fired by 
Deputy | He said that although Sergeant Tucker had yelled that the stun-bag was being 
deployed, she did not say anything prior to it being fired. 


Deputy Donaldson said he originally believed he had fired five to six rounds but, guickly leamed he 
had fired more when he saw that his gun was empty. He said he fired his weapon until the suspect 
slumped below the seat. Deputy Donaldson said he believes he fired so many rounds because he had 
stepped out from his car door as the suspect turned and pointed the gun at him. He believes he was 
the first person to fire his weapon and would have had the best view ofthe suspect until he slumped 
over in the seat; therefore, having the longest continuous view of the suspect he would have fired 
the most rounds. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Donaldson was involved in a previous shooting at Temple Station. In that 
case, he was effecting a rescue of a child in a barricaded suspect situation when he 
was confronted by a knife wielding suspect. In that case he fired five rounds from 
his Beretta. 


Deputy Donaldson said his back drop when he fired was an open field and a house approximately 
1/4 mile away. 


After the shooting, Deputy Donaldson saw that the female was on the ground, bleeding from the 
shoulder. He yelled for the other deputies to cease fire. Although he was not sure the suspect was 
incapacitated, Deputy Donaldson approached the female with the use of a ballistic shield. He 
assisted the female into the residence. 


While in the residence, the ac him that the 
suspect told her to get away from the carjust before he was shot. The suspect told her that he was 


going to have the deputies shoot him because he lacked the courage to shoot himself. 


Sergeant Marion Tucker was interviewed on February 19, 2002, by Homicide Investigators Marsh 
and Romero. She was again interviewed by IAB Sergeants Gregg and Porlier. Both interviews were 
tape recorded. 
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Sergeant Tucker's statement was substantially the same as other deputies interviewed. She stated 
she caught up to the pursuit as it headed east through Palmdale and into the Littlerock area. She said 
five cars were involved in the pursuit. She said five units were involved because one was involved 
to deploy spike strips. She said the other additional units would be used for containment purposes, 
due to the remote area where the suspect was driving. 


Sergeant Tucker said the first time the suspect stopped, she ordered deputies to illuminate the front 
o ast Avenue Q-14 because she heard the suspect yelling for the occupants of the residence 
to exit and she feared the deputies would be assaulted. 


She said when the suspect had driven at the deputies, she drove into the desert to avoid being hit. 


Sergeant Tucker said after the second pursuit of the suspect ended a male and female approached the 
suspect’s car from the house’s front gate. She did not see the male and female come from the street. 
The male, female and suspect began yelling at each other. Sergeant Tucker could not hear what was 
being said but saw the suspect had a handgun pointed to the right side of his head. She and several 
other deputies ordered the male and female to get away from the car and return to their home. The 
two refused. She believes she ordered deputies to illuminate the front of the house in case other 
people decided to insert themselves in the situation. She had also requested the Fire Department to 
respond and stage near the area. 


Sergeant Tucker said she ordered Deputy- retrieve the stun bag shotgun. He did and 
Sergeant Tucker ordered him to fire at the male and female. She said she needed to remove those 
two from the situation. It was unknown if the male and female were armed, or if their apparent 
argument with the suspect might aggravate him into violence against them or the deputies. She 
advised the deputies on the scene that the stun-bag was about to be deployed. Sergeant Tucker said 
she had no doubt that all personn at the stun-bag was about to be deployed. She said the 
deputies should have seen Deput etrieve the stun-bag shotgun from the trunk. She also 
indicated that she has a loud voice that the deputies should have heard because she was standing near 
Deputy Donaldson’s door, in the middle of the deputies cars, when she advised of the stun-bag 
deployment. 


IAB NOTE: A copy of a “Draft” revision to Field Operations Directive 90-9 is contained in 
Exhibit C. This draft contains both current and proposed changes to the policy and 
an office correspondence from Chief Aranda to Undersheriff Stonich the reasons for 
the change. 


The stun-bag was fired by Deputy en struck the female on the right shoulder and she fell 
to the ground. At the same time, the suspect was turning to his left and he pointed his handgun at 
the male. The male began running away from the suspect’s car. The suspect continued turning 
toward the male and Sergeant Tucker feared the suspect was about to shoot the male. Sergeant 
Tucker fired her Beretta. At the same time she heard numerous other rounds being fired. She said 
there was no doubt in her mind that the deputies fired at the suspect because of the threat he 
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presented to them and other civilians, and not because of the sound of the stun-bag being fired. 


Sergeant Tucker saidthe maleran to aradio car, Was placedinside and detained until the conclusion 
ofthe incident.. 


IABNOTE: Sergeant Tucker is the only person who states the suspect turned to hisleft. All other 
involved employees stated that the suspect had turned to his right, extending his arm 
and pointing the gun between the bucket seats, at the deputies. Some of the other 
involved employees indicated that the suspect, prior to pointing the gun between the 
seats, had extended his arm to the left at the male and female. 


When the shooting stopped, Sergeant Tucker saw the female laying on the ground. Sergeant Tucker 
did not know if the female had been shot or struck with a stun bag round. She broadcast the shooting 
via Sheriff's radio and requested paramedics who she knew had been standing by. Deputy 
Donaldson, using a ballistic shield, removed the female from the scene and assisted inside her home. 
Again, with the use of the ballistic shield the suspect was contacted and found slumped onto the 
passenger seat. The suspect's weapon was removed from the car and paramedics were allowed to 
check the suspect. The paramedics pronounced the suspect dead. 


Sergeant Tucker said she had not thought about contacting SEB or the Crises Negotiating Team 
because the situation was not stable. She was also aware that both SEB and CNT had 3-4 hour 
response times. She said there had not been enough time to designate shooters prior to the suspect's 
actions that precipitated the shooting. She said they had not been at the location for more than one 
or two minutes when the shooting occurred and she was not sure if the suspect was going to drive 
away from the scene again. 


Sergeant Tucker said between the time the suspect stopped the second time and the shooting she had 
begun to think about ordering an Aero Unit and sending a deputy with spike strips around the block 
to set up in case the suspect tried to drive away again. She said she did not have time to do either 
before the shooting occurred. 


IAB NOTE: For a detailed account of Sergeant Marion Tucker's interview a transcript is 
contained in this case file. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS 


SWORN: 


Deputy Brad Feehan was interviewed by Homicide investigators Romero and Marsh on February 
19, 2002, at Palmdale Sheriff's Station. Internal Affairs Sergeant Clay Porlier was also present. The 
interview was tape recorded. 
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DeputyFeehan said he heard, via Sheriff's radio, Deputy Wheatcroft reguest back-up for a possible 
stolen vehicle. Deputy Feehan began responding but, prior to arriving, Deputy Wheatcroft 
dispatched that he was now in pursuit of the vehicle. 


Deputy Feehan said he drove and caught up to the pursuit. He said he remained a distance behind 
Deputy Wheatcroft’s and the suspect’s vehicle until the suspect stopped in front o.. 
Litttlerock, approximately 15 minutes after the initiation of the pursuit. 


Deputy Fechan said approximately five radio cars and Sergeant Tucker stopped behind the suspect 
vehicle. Deputy Feehan said Wheatcroft began conducting a felony traffic stop, attempting to order 
the suspect from his car. The suspect was yelling at Deputy Wheatcroft but Deputy Feehan could not 
hear what he was saying. After being stopped for approximately two minutes, the suspect sped away 
from the location. 


Deputy Fechan was the fifth unit in this portion of the pursuit. He heard Sergeant Turcker advise 
the other units that the suspect had turned his car around and was now driving toward the pursuing 
Sheriff's units. Deputy Feehan said the suspect drove toward the deputy's car as if to “ram” them, 
passing within a few feet of Deputy Feehan. Deputy Feehan said the suspect had a “death grip” on 
the steering wheel and it did not seem to Deputy Feehan that the suspect intended to stop but the 
suspect did again stop in front o: zast Avenue Q-14, the location he had initially stopped at. 


Deputy Feehan stopped his radio car behind another unit. As he exited, he heard Deputies yelling 
orders at the suspect to place his hands where they could see them. The suspect did not comply. 


Deputy Feehan said a male and female mud ZEE exited the location the 
suspect had stopped in front of and approached the driver's side window of the suspect's vehicle. 
A small boy also exited the front of the home but complied when ordered back into the house. 


Deputy Feehan said the male and female began yelling at the suspect. The suspect was holding a gun 
to his head and yelling back at the male and female, he could not hear what any ofthe parties were 
yelling. At one point, the male reached into the car and, it appeared, tried to take the gun from the 
suspect. The suspect refused to give up the gun and reclined in the driver's side seat. The suspect 
and the male continued to argue. Deputy Feehan and other deputies continually yelled for the male 
and female to get away from the car. The male was gesturing at the deputies to approach the car. 
The male and female stepped away from vehicle on several occasions but, would then again 
approach the car. The suspect lowered the gun at times and pointed it at the male and female, while 
looking back at the deputies. 


Deputy Feehan said he suddenly heard gunshots from the deputies and the rear window of the 
suspect's vehicle shatter. Deputy Feehan did not fire because he felt other deputies had a better 
vantage point for shooting. Deputy Feehan said he did not feel immediately threatened by the 
suspects actions and did not fire his weapon; however, he did have his gun drawn throughout the 
incident. He believes four deputies fired their weapons. 
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When the shooting began, Deputy Feehan said he saw the male, who had been standing at the 
driver's window, run toward the deputies and the female fall to the ground. When the shooting 
stopped, he saw a deputy approach the female while holding a safety shield. The deputy removed 
the female from the “kill zone" by taking her inside the residence. 


Immediately following the shooting, rescue responded to the location. Rescue units had been called 
during the standoff and were staged in the area prior to the shooting. Deputies approached the 
vehicle, using a ballistic shield. They found the suspect slumped over onto the passenger seat. 
Paramedics were allowed to approach and treat the suspect. Paramedics also treated the injured 
female. 


Deputy Daniel Del Rio was interviewed on February 19, 2002, by Homicide Investigators Marsh 
and Romero. IAB Sergeant Porlier was also present. The interview was tape recorded. 


Deputy Del Rio stated substantially the same as Deputy Feehan. He said he was one of the last two 
vehicles to join the pursuit. 


Deputy Del Rio said that when the suspect turned his vehicle around and drove toward the radio cars, 
he (the suspect) appeared to be trying to “ram” the radio cars. The suspect also drove onto the 
shoulder of the road several times and once through the desert. 


Deputy Del Rio said that after the termination of the pursuit, he saw the suspect point a gun at the 
male and female and then point the gun at himself. Deputy Del Rio said he believed the suspect was 
going to shoot the male and female, or himself. At one point, the male reached into the car and tried 
to take the gun from the suspect. Deputy Del Rio surmised that the male and female wer 

to the suspect. 


While broadcasting his observations he heard several gunshots. He saw that the deputy to his right 
(Wheatcroft) fired two rounds from his weapon. Deputy Del Rio said he did not fire his weapon 
because he was communicating his observations and the male and female, who had approached the 
car, were in his direct line of fire. 


Deputy Del Rio did not see the suspect point his weapon at other deputies, but said he feared for the 
safety of the other deputies as well as for the male and female. 
Deputy 2s interviewed on February 19, 2002, by Homicide Investigators Marsh and 


Romero. IAB Sergeant Porlier was-also present. The interview was tape recorded. 


Deputy — S was substantially the same as other deputy witnesses. He said he was the 
third or fourth vehicle behind the suspect when he joined the pursuit. He described the suspect as 
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being ” inside his vehicle when the pursuit initially stopped in front mS NM Q-14. 


Deputy| aid it appeared the suspect was trying to gain the attention of someone inside the 
residence. Deputy| ositioned a spotlight on the front of the house to ensure no one exited the 


home unseen. 


Deputy — aia when the suspect drove away he appeared to drive in circles aum 


When the suspect turned his vehicle and began driving at the radio cars, Deput ad to take 
immediate evasive action to avoid being hit by the suspect. During this portion of the pursuit, 
pnm eamed over Sheriff's radio, that the suspect was armed with a handgun. 


Deputy — he believed the suspect was pointing his gun at p i the second 


standoff. Deput as ordered to retrieve a stun-bag shotgun. Deput etrieved the 
weapon from Deput ehicle and loaded it. While positioning himself with the weapon, he 
heard several moe He immediately took cover because he did not know who was shooting. 


Deput id not know how many rounds were fired but remembered someone yelling “cease 
fire.” 


Deput E. Deputy Donaldson was the deputy who assisted the female into the home. Deputy 
pproached the suspect's vehicle and he retrieved and secured the suspect's weapon in 
Sergeant Tucker's radio car. 


Deputy James Molidor was interviewed on February 19, 2002, by Homicide Investigators Marsh 
and Romero. IAB Sergeant Porlier was also present. The interview was tape recorded. 


Deputy Molidor said he was working with bm m Unit | He said February 18, 


2002, was his first day assigned to Palmdale Station and he was unfamiliar with the area. Prior to 
cna ay ae EEEUALLLL 


Deputy Molidor said he heard a pursuit occurring and joined the pursuit. The pursuit eventually 
terminated in front ofa house in the Littlerock area. Deputy Molidor said his radio car was stopped 
directly behind the suspect. He and his partner, -—— < the suspect orders to show his 
hands. The suspect refused, and made "furtive movements" inside the car. Deputy Molidor could 
see that the suspect had a blank stare when he turned from side to side. Deputy Molidor was 
concerned because the suspect appeared to be yelling at someone inside the home. Deputy Molidor 
said he could not see a gun. 


Deputy Molidor said it appeared the suspect was driving in circles when the suspect sped away. The 
suspect drove at the deputies after he lost c f his car and the car spun toward the deputies. 
The suspect again stopped his car in front B we Q-14, where deputies again ordered the 
suspect to show his hands. The suspect again refused. 


Deputy Molidor noticed a male, a female and a child exit the home and approach the driver's side 
of the suspect’s vehicle while the deputies yelled for them not to approach. At the same time he saw 
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the suspect was armed with a handgun. The suspect pointed the handgun at the male who 
approached the car. The male and female began to yell at the suspect to exit the car; at the same 
time, they struggled to take the handgun away from the suspect. The deputies continued to yell at 
the male and female to get away from the car. The male complied and walked back, towardtheradio 
cars. The male was searched and placed in the backseat of Deputy Molidor's vehicle. Deputy 
Molidor yelled at the female to move away from the car. She did not respond to his commands. 
Deputy Molidor heard what sounded like three shotgun rounds being fired. Deputy Molidor said the 
rear window of the suspect’s vehicle shattered. Deputy Molidor did not fire his weapon because he 
could no longer see the suspect inside the car and he did not want to send stray rounds into and 
around the suspect's vehicle. He did not recall hearing any gunshots, only shots from a shotgun. 


When the shooting stopped, Deputy Molidor saw the female laying on the ground near the suspect's 


vehicle. He felt that she was in grave danger of being shot if she remained. He saw Deputy 
Donaldson, using a ballistic shield, protect the female and drag her inside the house.

Witness| eft her home and approached the suspect's car along with m | She saw that 
the suspect was holding a handgun. She attempted to get t| from the suspect while talking to 
him.

Wa o's the suspect 
she would go back to him if he put the gun down. The suspect told her it was too late for that.

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he was waving the gun around in all directions and pointing it at his head. She and m | 
repeatedly tried to get the gun from the suspect but he would not give it up. She said he also pointed 
the gun at the backseat of the car in the direction ofthe deputies. She said at one point she thought 
the suspect was going to hand her the gun. She described him holding the gun toward her not by the 
"butt," but by the "front of the gun, the barrel."

The deputies ordered her to step away from the suspect's vehicle. She did so and was standing next 
to her home's fence, along with her| Suddenly, hei as moving toward the radio cars 
and she felt an impact on her body and fell to the ground. Almost immediately gunshots erupted and 
she saw the suspect's vehicle being struck by bullets. A deputy approached her, as she laid on the 
ground and assisted her to the house. Paramedics arrived and Witness as airlifted to Holy 
Cross Hospital due to the stun-bag projectile penetrating her shoulder.

He said he 
heard the deputies advising over Sheriff's radio that the suspect was being uncooperative. 


Witness M 110 vcd the pursuit and attempted to film at the same time. When the suspect 
turned his car around and drove at the deputies he dropped his camera to be able to better drive. 

During this portion ofthe 
pursuit, he heard deputies communicating, via Sheriff's radio, that the suspect had a gun. 


When the suspect stopped again on Q-14, Witness stopped a distance behind the deputies 
and filmed. He heard deputies yelling at the suspect to “put the gun down.” He also heard the 
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deputies yelling, “Get away from the car, go back in the house, go back in the house.” He saw two 
deputies go to the trunk ofa radio car and retrieve shotguns, while other deputies were yelling at a 
female to get away from the suspect’s car 


Witness 2ic he heard a loud “boom,” followed by other “booms” and then multiple 
gunshots. He crouched down behind his van when the gunfire began. When the gunfire ended, he 
moved closer while still filming. He said he could here deputies yelling that the female was hit. He 
filmed while the deputies approached the car and removed a gun from it. He said he did not hear the 
suspect screaming but, could hear the female yelling something that he could not understand.

The deputies stopped their radio cars behind the suspect as vo - -— past 
their radio cars, approaching the driver's side window of the suspect's vehicle. When they arrived, 
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Witness S 2- standing at the o - P standing to his left and the suspect was 
holding a handgun to his right temple. Witness old the suspect, “Give me the fucking gun." 

The suspect responded, "Either I get back or I will do whatever it takes.” Wines ME 
reached into the car and tried to take the weapon from the suspect. The suspect moved the barrel of 

the gun away from his temple and pointed it toward the roof of the car. Witness aid the 

suspect never pointed the gun toward him, his r the police. He was asked to show 

investigators how the suspect moved the gun. While doing so, he moved his hand in a direction that 

would have positioned the gun’s barrel at the rear window and toward the deputies. 


Witnes said his attention was on the suspect and he did not hear the deputies yelling at him 


or the suspect, He said at one point he did motion to the deputies to wait while he attempted to 
reason with the suspect to give him the gun and exit the car. 


Witness aid a few seconds after the suspect pointed the gun toward the roof, he heard 15 to 
16 simultaneous gunshots. He saw the bullets entering the car through the rear window. He 
immediately dropped to the ground and crawled to the radio cars. While being placed inside a radio 
car he NN «vi»: on the ground, saying she had been shot. He said prior to crawling to the 
radio cars, he saw the suspect had been shot 3-4 times in the head. He did not see or hear the suspect 
fire his gun and said the suspect did not deserve to be shot because he was only threatening himself. 


wm E the deputies made him feel like a criminal when they placed him the backseat 
ofaradio car. He said he asked the deputies to call paramedics for " m was told not to 
worry about it. 


Witness said approximately ten minutes after being placed in the radio car, and after the 
initial shooting, he heard the suspect yelling from his vehicle, “Come on He then 


saw deputies approach the suspect’s vehicle with their guns drawn. He then heard one gunshot. 
Witness lll aia he pleaded with the deputies not to shoot the suspect again and to call 
paramedics, Paramedics arrived a short time later, looked inside the suspect’s car then walked away. 
Witness MM said the paramedics did not render proper medical attention to the suspect and 
allowed him to die as if he were an animal. 


u-— LI recanted the his statement regarding a gunshot when the deputies approached 
the suspect's car. He said he was not sure that what he heard was a gunshot.
